“If we fight now we can end the war in a 
few weeks, so far as Cuba is concerned, but 
otherwise our coast trade will have to suffer 


on Spain, it must be almost infinitesimal as 
compared with that we shall suffer, for we 
have a large coast commerce, while Spain has 
practically none. 

“This point of view has been presented to 
the President, and it is among: the things 
which have precipitated the crisis. I may 
say without violating confidence that the 
formation of the Hampton Roads squadron 
was notice to Spain that a dispatch of her 
torpedo flotilla would render it Mable to 
capture, and that the squadron was formed 
for the express purpose of intercepting it 
in case it should sail. 

“A glanee at the map of the Atlantic will 
show that with one squadron at Barbadoes 
and another at Hampton Roads, t would be 
easy to intercept the Spanish flotilla. Hamp- 
ton Roads is a coaling station, and the Nor- 
folk navy yard is at hand, It is already a 
problem to get coal enough for the fleet at 
Key West. From Hampton Roads it is but 
a step to Bermuda, and from there the ships 
would soon be on the line which connects 
Cuba with the Canaries. The Spanish 
flotilla is being watched, but if a declaration 
of war is delayed there will be nothing to 
prevent its passage to Cuba in safety. If 
the conditions the coming week justify war 
there should not be a day’s delay in declaring 
it. If the conditions are not right for im- 
mediate aetion, delay until fall is the in- 
evitable military policy.“ 

Status of the Militia. 

One of the results of the war scare has been 
a flood of inquiries from militia officers as 
to their rights and responsibilities in case of 
war. The old militia law does not specifically 
recognize the National Guard by name. It 
does recognize organized military compa- 
nies, and the President can call them into 
service whenever he sees fit. Once in the 
service of the United States they can be used 
at home or abroad, although there is a gen- 
eral and mistaken theory that militia troops 
can be obliged only to serve within the boun- 
daries of the United States. The National 
Guard, as such, canhot be called out by the 
President, but they are part of the militia of 
the States, and the President can draft into 
service proportionate quotas from different 
States. 

The War department has issued a pamphlet 
in respect to the calling forth of the militia, 
prepared for the military information divis- 
ion. Colonel Davis, in answer to inquiries, 
decides that the question of administering 
an oath of allegiance in mustering in miiilia 
troops is determined by reguiation, subject 
to change or modification, and not by statute. 
He further holds that the custom of sending 
the call through the Governor is a matter of 
courtesy and is not required by law. 

“The President's orders may be given to 
the Chief Executive ot the State, or to any 
militia officer he may think proper. 

“ It is entirely within the discretion of the 
President to designate certain. organizations 
for service under the call. If there be no 
organized militia in the State, as pointed out 
by the act of July 17, 1862, as the one from 
-which the militia should be drawn, the power 
to designate becomes impossible of execu- 
tion, and the call must in consequence be 
addressed to the Governor of the State.” 

Military usage and courtesy both require 
that a call for troops shodld be addressed 
to the Governor as Commander-in-Chief. If 
the Governor should refuse or neglect to re- 
spond to the call the troops required could 
be ordered into the service without his con- 
sent. During the war of 1812 the Governor 
of Vermont refused.to sanction the action of 
the volunteers from that State who took part 
in the war, but our government has held that 
they were regularly in the service notwith- 


standing.

Washington, D. C., March 19.—There is no 
doubt that the authorities here are keeping 
themselves fully advised as to the move- 
ment of the Spanish torpedo flotilla, naw 
en route from Spain. Up to last night the 
official advices were to the effect that the 
flotilla had not left the Canaries, where a 
stop was made to await the arrival of a 
Spanish cruiser. | 

Persons acquainted with the facts say 
that the stop at the Canaries is only tem- 
porary and that there is no purpose on the 
part of the Spanish government to turn 
back the torpedo boats because of the re-

Key West, Fla., March 19.—[Special.]—The 
report of the court of inquiry is not yet 
on paper, much less in the hands of the 
President. The court held a session this 
morning, but none this afternoon. Judge 
Advocate Marix came ashore, but had noth- 
ing to say. He had a conference with the 
Admiral. ; 

The court is working on its report, which 
may not be ready for two weeks. Telegrams 
were received today from Washington say- 
ing that excitement was caused by the sup- 
posed receipt of the report by the President. 
I have already told that information as to 
the nature of the report was carried to the 
President by Lieutenant Holman and Naval 
Expert Hoover, who left here Wednesday 
night. They may have told him today what 
the result of the inquiry is. They took 
copies. of certain parts of the testimony 
with them, with diagrams and every data 
for the consideration of the President and 
Cabinet, but it may be stated unequivocally 
that the report has not been sent to the 
President. The physical labor of getting the 
report on paper precludes the possibility 
that it can have been finished. 

Secrecy Is Maintained. 

No person not in the navy and under navy 
regulations is allowed on the Iowa or to ap- 
proach the cabin when the court Is in ses- 
sion. Efforts are made dally to see mem- 
bers of the court, but usually fail. When 
chance affords opportunity to approach any 

the officials efforts to secure information 
re firmly repulsed. -

The departure of the Texas and Massa- 
chusetts has given rise to all sorts of ru- 
mors.

They got right into the gulf stream and with 
full speed started for Hampton Roads. Va- 
riqus theories are advanced for the action 
of the Washington authorities. One is that 
the battleships are to accompany the flying 
squadron to Spain's coast and make a dem- 
onstration because of sending the torpedo 
boat destroyers to Havana. Another is 
that the President has listened to Spain’s 
protest against so large a fleet at this point. 
The reason accepted by those capable of 
judging is that, as Hampton Roads is within 
‘easy striking distance of any city on the 
| Atlantic coast, the authorities are deter- 

mined to assemble a fleet there. The bat- 
tleships could return here in three days 
if hostilities demanded their presence. When 
the monitors arrive here the fleet will be 
stronger than ever. 

Best of Fighting Ships. 

Naval cfficers maintain that the Puritan 
is the strongest vessel in our navy. It can 
destroy any battleship in the Spanish navy 
with comparatively little chance of injury 
to itself. It could steam from here to Ha- 
vana in a night. It would have no trouble 
in reducing the fortifications there. The 
Spaniards have only six twelve-inch mod- 
ern rifles to protect Havana. In addition 
they have six modern mortars. They have 
no such gunners as are in the American 
navy. If the Puritan, Iowa. and New York 
make an attack on Havana with the cruis- 
ers using rapid-fire ‘batteries to drive the 
artillerymen from the forts, it is felt that 
| the battle could not last an hour,

SPAIN REMOVES MR. CEBALLOS. 


Declares He Is Objectionable to Madrid 
on the Autonomist Committee Be- 
cause He Is an American. 


New York, March 10.—The Spanish Minis- 
ter at Washington today relieved J. M. 
Ceballos of further duty on the Cuban Au- 
tonomist committee. Whether the notice 
from Sefior Polo was a surprise to Mr. 
Ceballos is purely a matter of inference, as, 
in reply to a direct question, Mr. Ceballos 
merely said that he was never surprised at 
anything. He dismissed as groundless any 
supposition that there existed any friction 
between Spain's representative and himself 


because of a much quoted interview which 


he has disavowed. He said: 

I have just been informed by the Spanish 
Minister that I am not to act as an auxiliary 
member of the commission appointed by the 
autonomist Cuban government to negotiate 
a commercial treaty, and that this action on 
his part is taken on account of my being an 
American by birth. In accepting the posi- 
tion about ten days ago I desired to assist, 
if possible, the members of the commission 
in a technical commercial manner, but now 
I find, as reported in the newspapers, that 
the powers to be granted by the autonomist 
government of Cuba to the commission now 
in Washington will probably be much en- 
larged, permitting them to extend outside 
of the negotiations of a commercial treaty. 
I consider that my acting on the commission 
in any official capacity would be a delicate 
position, owing to my nationality. 

“I have no doubt that the best interests of 
every American can rest in no safer hands 
than those of President McKinley, and in 
expressing myself as I do I but voice the 
sentiment of the conservative element of 
this country.“ 


SENATOR DAVIS ON THE CRISIS. 


Declares It Is the Duty of the United 
States to Intervene by Force 
of Arms. 


New Tork. March 19.-—-A dispatch to the 
World from Washington says: 

Jam asked to give an opinion as to the 
duty of this government as to the crisis 
which now confronts this country. That a 
grave crisis does confront us no sane man 
will longer question. Wisdom dictates 
that we deal with one question at a time. 
What shall we do for Cuba is the question 
of the hour. In saying this I do not wish 
to be understood as relegating to the rear 
the other great question that necessarily 
must come up for settlement—viz.: Fixing 
of the responsibility for the loss of the Maine 
and its crew. . 

At this hour we are in doubt as to the 
latter question. We have suspicions, we 
surmise, but we do not know. We may 
never know the exact truth. We must at 
least wait for the evidence, and when it is 
fairly before us deal judiciously with the 
facts presented. . 

But as to the first great question: How 
shall we deal with the Spanish-Cuban situa- 
tion?’ I know of but one proper way—armed 
intervention. Recognition of Cuban inde- 
pendence will not do. Recognition is a 
closed incident, from the standpoint I look 
at things as they exist in Cuba. Spain's 
policy toward the Cuban is not a legal war- 
fare; it is murder, pure and simple, com- 
pared with which the deeds of Alva and 
Spain's bloody treatment of the Palatinate 
are as the blaze of a rushlight to the midday 
summer's sun.

NO DUTY FOR WAR MATERIAL. 


Bill to Allow the Free Entry of Guns 
and Ammunition Purchased Abroad 
Passes the House. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—At the open- 
ing of the session of the House today Mr. 
Djngley, the floor leader of the majority, of- 
fered the bill reported from the Ways and 
Means committee, providing for the free en- 
try into this country of guns, ammunition,. 
and other naval supplies, and war material 
purchased abroad until Jan. 1, 1898. He ex- 
plained that the committee had unanimously 
reported the bill. 

Some of the Democrats undertook to poke 


fun at Mr. Dingley by asking him why these 


supplies should be admitted free of duty 
if the “ foreigner paid the tax.” 

Mr. Dingley replied rather sharpiy that 
it was perfectly understood that where 
articles were purchased abroad and import- 
ed, the purchaser paid the duty. 

The bill ws passed without division. 

Mr. Henry [Dem., Miss.] claimed the floor 
as a question of personal privilege, and sent 
to the clerk’s desk for the purpose of having

ONE SIX-INCH GUN IS SAVED.

Havana, March 19.—[Copyright, 1898; by 
W. R. Hearst.)—The very last. thread of 
Spanish hope to prove that the Maine was 
not destroyed by a torpedo or a mine is now 
severed. The gun cotton stored in the 
forward torpedo head compartments of the 
Maine did not explode. The navy divers; 
searching for guns and ammunition for- 


a great mass of loose gun cotton, weighing 
at least twenty-five pounds. 

Though the compartment in which the 
explosive was stored was torn wide open by 
the force of the explosion it did not detonate 
the mass of saturated gun cotton. It only 
set it adrift, and it was found a soggy mass 
floating among the twisted iron and steel. 
The diver at once came to the surface and 
reported his tind, Then he descended with a 
line and a canvas bag, and with infinite care 
the dangerous mass of cotton was hoisted 
to the surface. 250 
After it had been examined by Lieutenant 
Wainwright and Gunner Morgan the gun 
cotton was packed into a bucket, which was 
submerged and swung off to a boat boom 
twenty feet from the Merritt's side. When 
the barge carrying the wreckage is towed 
out to sea tomorrow morning the bucket 
filled with the deadly stuff will be towed out 
astern and sunk. 

But in addition to this the wreckers on the 
Maine today found other fresh evidences 
that the battleship was blown up by a tor- 
pedo. It came in the shape of a bottom plate 
painted with Higgins’ anti-fouling com- 
pound, which was bent double inward from 
the port side. 

The big derrick Merritt brought up a 
great mass of wreckage, including this tell- 
tale plate. It will be sent to Key West, 
though it is understood that the board of 
inquiry has already closed its report and 
forwarded it by Commodore Marix to Wash- 
ington, | 

Two of the Maine’s great anchors have 
been recovered, and one of the six-inch 
guns will be hoisted aboard the lighter to- 
morrow. The navy wreckers are employed 
in extricating the guns from the turrets 
and sponsons. They are much more famil- 
iar with the mechanism of the guns and 
mounts than the Merritt men and are mak- 
ing good progress at the work. 

A great lot of fixed ammunition was 
brought up from the forward turret maga- 
zine today. It was as good as when it came 
from the factory, and many of the wooden 
cases in which it was packed were unin- 
jured. Much of the loose wreckage already 
recovered will be towed out to sea and 
dumped tomorrow. It is valueless brass and 
copper. 

Two more bodies were recovered from the 
Maine today. Neither was recognizable.

POOR DEFENSES OF HAVANA. 


Cuba’s Capital Is at the Mercy of Any 
Nation Sending Modern Ves- 
sels of War. 


(SPECIAL CABLE BY RALPH D. PAINE.] 


Havana, March 19.—The likelihood of a 
speedy presentation of the finding of the 


court of inquiry and the general expectation 
that the court will find that the disaster to 
the Maine was caused by an external ex- 
plosion have set the Spanish authorities in 
Havana on edge, and they are doing all in 
their power to provide against contingencies. 

As a matter of fact, however, the defenses 
of Havana are almost worthless, except the 


| batteries of modern guns mounted on the 


heights at the mouth of the harbor. Morro 


Castle, famous in Cuban history, is a 


picturesque heap of stone, which would be 
as formidable against modern guns as old 
Yort Delaware or the crumbling stone band- 
boxes in New York harbor, which are no 
longer considered in the plans for coast de- 
fense. Nearly all of the guns of Morro Cas- 
tle are old smooth-bores, and this fortifica- 


‘tion could not withstand an hour’s bom- 


bardment from the Iowa or Indiana lying 
five or six miles out at sea. No port in the 
world. could be blockaded more easily than 
Havana. 

The bay is a wonderfully fine land- 
locked harbor, and so sheltered from the 
sea that the swell of a storm never distufbs 
it. The entrance past Morro is very nar- 
row, a little stfait inside of which the bay 
opens out like the bulk of a bottle below the 
neck, but the widest part of the bay is not 
more than half a mile across. All ships 
going in and out must pass through this en- 
trance, a few hundred yards in width. One 
blockading ship could seal up the gate of 
Havana harbor and remain at sea far 
enough out to be practically out of danger 
from the fortification fire. Only one fort 
has modern guns. Havana would be starved 
out in a few days. There is no extra food 
Supplies on hand. The city is fed almost 
entirely from Florida and New York. 

The few big modern guns mounted in front 
of Havana have an effective range of seven 
or eight miles, and are well protected by 
sand and concrete embankment, but a ship 
which passed them and approached the bay 
entrance would be safely, out of their range. 
A system of submarine mines and torpedoes 
in Havana harbor would block the narrow 
entrances, but to reduce the city an uttack- 
ing fleet need not come near the bay and can 
stay five miles out in the open sea for block- 
ade and bombardment. 

Many Spanish officers have an absolute 
feeling of heiplessness in the event of a war 
with the United States. The last two years of 
humiliating failure to conquer a few bands of 
rebels, with forces of 200,000 troops in the 


field’ and a drain upon the home country! 
which has reduced Spain almost to bank- 


ruptcy, have shaken the faith of these men 
in their formerly unquestioned fighting abil- 
ity.

Was pressed to make any suggestions or 
submit any views. Their testimony is in 
the records of the court and the Washing- 
ton authorities intend to allow this evidence 
to furnish the means of information. | 

It was stated at the department that the 
officers who called on the Secretary today 

Were not specially invited to Washington. 

They passed through the city en route to 

their homes, where they will stay during 

their leaves of absence. Constructor Hoover 
Was the only officer whose presence was re- 
~ quested. He had something to contribute 
on the subject, and his expert opinion is re- 
garded as of great value. He refused to con- 
firm or deny the reports that the Maine was 
destroyed by external causes. He explained 
that his position did not permit him to reply 
to inquiries on the subject, and that any 
questioning in that line was an embarrass- 
ment to him.

None of the officers who were in the city 
today was able to tell when the report would

Demands for Coast Protection. 

There is a great and growing demaad from 
all sections of the country for coast protec- 
tion.

Committees on Appropriations, the circum- 
stances are explained. The department has 
no funds; it takes time to get guns and car- 
riages; if there were funds it requi legal 
action and the slow processes of the courts 
to obtain land. Many places along the coast 
therefore im the ‘event of war will be with- 
out protection, except of the improvised 
quality furnished by the naval militia. * 

The War department has done nothing 
and is likely to do little toward defending 
Dry Tortugas.

It was 
denied that he had selected the sound steam- 
er Puritan for this purpose. A sea-going 
steamer is required for the use 

Commodore N, H. Farquhar of the Norfolk 
Navy Yard was in the city today. He called 
on the Secretary of the Navy and reported 
that the Puritan monitor was ready for sea. 
The department has been advised by Ad- 
miral Sicard that the Texas and the Massa - 
chusetts will leave Key West Monday or 
Tuesday for Hampton Roads, where they 
will form the nucleus of a new division of 
the North Atlantic fleet or an indepenuent 
squadron, as may be determined hereafter. 
It is likely that the department will detach 
Admiral Sicard from the command of the 
fleet unless his physical condition is re- 
ported as better. He does not desire to be 
relieved from the duty, but it is said he 
would not be able to stand the strain of 
commanding a large fleet in time of war. 

Chief Constructor Hichbofn has submitted 
estimates on the cost of putting the old war- 
time monitors at League Island in condition 
for service. He finds that it will take from 
$20,000 to $50,000 on each of the eight ships. 
The naval engineers have reported that five 
of the monitors are in fair condition, and 
that three of them, the Canonicus, Mahopac, 
and Manhattan, will require new boilers, 
which will involve an expense of $25,000. 


AGREE ON APPROPRIATIONS. 


Provision tor the Reorganization of the 
Personnel of the Navy Is Not 

Incorporated.

Washington, D. C., March 19.—The naval 
appropriation bill was practically completod 
today by the subcommittee and will be re- 
‘ported to the full committee on Monday. 
The most important action taken today was 
the total elimination of the features of the 
bill for the reorganization of the personnel 
of the navy which it was purposed to in- 
corporate in the appropriation bill. This 
step was decided upon after the conference 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt had with the 
full committee yesterday and with the 
definite understanding that the personnel 
bill would be considered and pressed in some 
shape immediately after the naval bill was 
out of the way. The ¢ommittee, however, 
placed in the bill authorization for ten ad- 
ditional assistant engineers and fifteen pay 
officers, who were asked for by the depart- 
ment. The bill will appropriate $200,000, to 
be expended during the next fiscal year on 
each of th6 five dry docks authorized by the 
bill. Half a million is appropriated for each 
of the threg battleships 

An important contract was let by the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks of the Navy 
department today. It was for dredging 
about 300,000 feet of the harbor about Fort 
Jefferson, on Dry Tortugas Island, which 
will enable large naval] and merchant ves- 
sels to anchor very near the shore to take 
on coal. This is the first step taken by the 
Navy department towards making a naval 
supply coal station at the Tortugas, which 
will now be pushed as rapidly as possible.

Washington, D. C., March 19.—An un- 


usually large number of Senators took ad- 


vantage of the fact that the Senate was 


not in session today to call upon the Cab- 


inet officers with the hope of securing defi- 


nite information as to the Cuban situation.

Conference with Maine Officers. 


The arrival of several officers and survivors 
of the Maine, and their extended conferences 
with President McKinley and Secretary 
iLong, furnished the most interesting 
feature in today’s developments on the 
Spanish situation. The officers were 
Lieutenant G. F. W. Holman, Lieutenant 
George P. Blow, and Lieutenant A. W. Cat- 
lin. Their long conferences at the Navy de- 
partment and later at the White House, led 
to much conjecture, it being asserted that 
Lieutenant, Blow brought with him the re- 
port of the court of inquiry, or at least the 
general conclusions reached by that court. 
It can be stated positively, however, from an 
authoritative source that the officers did 
not bring with them the report, either in 
whole or its general conclusions. It is stated 
with equal positiveness and authoritatively 
that they do not know what the action of the 
court of inquiry is. Their opinions were 
purely personal, and not founded on the pro- 
ceedings of the court of inquiry. These 
personal opinions, however, it was learned 
reliably were strongly favorable to the theory 
of an external cause leading to the destruc-

tion of the Maine. | 
Call on the President. 


Lieutenants Holman and Blow of the 
Maine called upon the President about 12:30 
and were cordially received, the President 
remarking that he was pleased to meet any 
of the survivors of the Maine catastrophe. 
Lieutenant Holman remained only a few 
minutes, leaving Lieutenant Blow to have 
a more extended conference. He conversed 
with the President for about twenty min- 
utes, discussing the general situation in 
Cuba and relating some of the more promi- 
nent events connected with the Maine dis- 
aster. 

The identity of the visitors was not made 
known to the attachés.of the White House 
until. some time after they were gone, nor 
were visitors made acquainted with the 
fact of their connection with the lost ves- 
sel. Only Lieutenant Holman placed his 
name on the visitors’ register at the Navy 
department and all the officials of the de- 
partment generally professed ignorance as 
to their stopping places in the city. 

After the conference with the President 
and the Secretary of the Navy the Maine 
officers did not return to the Navy depart- 
ment and considerable care was exercised 
in having their whereabouts kept from pub- 
lic attention. 

Another interesting arrival of the day was 
Constructor Hoover, the technical expert 
sent to Havana to identify the twisted 
plates in the Maine wreckage with a view 
to learning whether the explosion was of 
internal or external origin. Mr. Hoover 
also maintained silence concerning the 
wreck. He made no report to the Secretary 
of the Navy, as he was sent to Havana to 
learn facts and then embody it in testimony 
before the naval court of inquiry. 


Prospects of Getting Two More Ships. 
Late in the day the prospects became 
much brighter for the acquisition by the 
United States of two exceptionally fine for- 
eign warships—namely: the armored cruiser 
Martino, belonging to the Argentine 


Republic, and the battleship General O’Hig- 


gins, belonging to Chile. The hope of get- 
ting these ships had almost been given up, 
but cablegrams received today from Com- 
mander Brownson, now in Europe, made 
the outlook more encouraging. Up to the 
close of office hours an actual purchase had 
not beef concluded, but a high official 
summed up the situation by saying the 
negotiations were getting very hot.“ 

The San Martino was originally built for 


the Itallan government and was then known 
as the Varese, but since its purchase by 
Argentina it has been renamed. Its dimen- 
sions are: Length, 328; beam, 59; draft, 24; 
-displacement, 6,840 tons; horse power, 13,000; 
speed, 19.98 knots. Its armament is two 
eight-inch rapid-fire guns, mounted in bar- 
bettes and protected by hoods; ten six-inch 
quick-fire guns in @ central redoubt, six 
4.7-inch quick-fire guns on the upper deck, 
and twenty-two smaller quick-fire guns on 
the upper deck. All the guns on the upper 
decks are protected by steel shields. 

The General O'Higgins is a battleship of 
8,500 tons, built at Elswick. Its dimensions 
are: Length, 400 feet; beam, 62 feet; draft, 
22 feet. Its contract speed is 21% knots. 
Its armament is four eight-inch, ten six- 
inch; four 4.7 Armstrong guns; eight twelve- 
pounders, ten six-pounders, and four sub- 
merged torpedo tubes. Its protective deck 
is a belt of Harveyized steel seven inches 
thick. Its gunhouses for the eight-inch guns 
and the casements of the six-inch guns are 
protected by six inches of nickel steel. 


Emergency Preparations Continue. 

Both the Navy and War departments con- 
tinue their active preparation for emergency 
and contracts in all branches of armament. 
are being made daily by the various bureaus. 
The Naval Bureau of Ordnance has con- 
» tracted for 4,500,000 pounds of brown powder, 
which is probably the largest single order 
ever given. This was divided between the 
California Powder company and the Dupont 
Powder company. These concerns together 
are furnishing the bureau about 20,000 
pounds daily, and within a week or so it is 
expected the capacity of these two works 
will be brought up to 40,000 pounds of powder 
daily. The order is sufficient in the aggre- 
gate to give 200 rounds for every gun afloat 
in the American navy, and with this large 
supply on hand the navy for the first time 
in years will be more than amply .supplied 
with powder. 

The diplomatic aspect of the Spanish 
question developed no new phases today. 
It is stated positively that no concrete 
propositions on the enlargement of the pres- 
ent plan of autonomy, or a settlement based 
on independence by purchase or otherwise, 
or a mutual cessation of naval and war 
preparations have been under negotiation. 


for abstract discussion, more in the line of 
argument, pro and con, as to what might 
be done toward a solution. But beyond this 
none of these propositions has advanced to 
the stage where it may be said to be a 
question of official negotiations between the 
two governments. The Cuban Commission- 
ers now here doubtless would codperate with 
the United States government towards se- 
curing an enlargement of the present plan 
of autonomy. But the Spanish government 
thus far has not entergained the suggestion 
of enlarging the plan, as this would necessi- 
tate an appeal to the Spanish Cortes, and 
also would inject the question into the Span- 
ish elections now about to occur in the 
peninsula. 

Messrs. Anguelo, Valera, and Cadenas, the 
three commissioners named by the Cuban 
Cabinet to act with Minister Polo in fram- 
ing a commercial treaty, will be presented 
to Secretary Sherman and Judge Day on 
Monday. They expect to take up the nego- 
tiations with Commissioner Kasson after 
the ceremony of presentation 18 concluded. 

In connection with the relief measures 
being extended to Cuba, the suggestion was 
made today that the relief supplies were 
going exclusively to the pro-Spanish suf- 
ferers and not to those within the insurgent 
lines. This has been suggested as a pos- 
sible cause for difference, as it is said that 
the authorities here feel that there should 
be no discrimination among the sufferers 
because of their political affiliation. 


Another Incident Is Closed. 


A slight misunderstanding which grew 
out of — invitation extended by Vice Pres- 
ident Hobart to Secretary Quesada of the 
Cuban Junta has been satisfactorily cleared 
up. The incident at no time attracted se- 
rious consideration. When, however, it came 
to the attention of Mr. Hobart that political 
significance was being given to his receiv- 
ing Sefior Quesada as a guest, the Vice Pres- 
ident speedily informed the State depart- 
ment that his invitations were purely of a 
social character and that there had been no 
purpose in the remotest way to give any 
political significance to Sefior Quesada’s 
presence at his house. It appears that the 
Spanish Minister on learning the foregoing 
dismissed the matter as of no importance, 
so that the incident, such as it was, is 
closed. 

Commodore Farquhar, formerly Chief of 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks of the Navy 
department, and now in command of the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, was in conference with 
the naval officials today. He reported that 
the finishing touches have been put on the 
monitor Puritan and that it is in fine con- 
dition for sea service. It is expected that 
the Puritan will leave soon for Port Royal, 
. C., at which place it has been reported 
the Navy department will locate a fleet 
of torpedo boats, which may be called on for 
assistance either by the fleet at Hamp- 
ton Roads or that at Key West, should 
necessity arise. Port Royal is at a con- 
venient distance from either of the two 
places, and, although the torpedo boats 
are slower in movement than the cruisers, 
they could reach either place within rea- 
sonable time. The monitors, which it has 
been said will compose the fleet include the 
Amphitrite, Terror, Miantonomah, and 
Puritan. 

The armament for the yacht Mayflower, 
purchased by the Navy department during 
the present week, is still under considera- 
tion by the naval officials. Captain O'Neill, 
the chief of the ordnance bureau, is ex- 
pecting daily a recommendation on the sub- 
ject by the commandant of the New York 
navy yard. The yacht now carries several 
rapid fire guns, and the probability is they 
will be supplemented by a few others of 
four, five, or six inch caliber of the same 
character. Several torpedo tubes may be 
fitted in the vessel, although it is said it is 
rather slow for torpedo service. The two 
Brazilian vessels recently purchased by the 
government, it is said, will be taken to Ne 


York. .

Havana, via Key West, Fla, March 19.— 
News has just reached this correspondent 
from authentic sources that the autonomist 

vernment, backed by the military author- 

es here and the government at Madrid, is 
now playing its last card to secure peace in 
Cuba and prevent intervention on the part 
of the United States. 

Near Polo Prioto, and via Jacas Gordasa, in 
the Province of Santa Clara, on the west 
side of Jucaro-Moron, are gathered several 
thousand insurgents under command of 
General Calixto Garcia and other prominent 
chiefs, accompanied by Sefior Masso, Pres- 
ident of the Cuban republic, with several 
members of his Cabinet. 

Also on the west side of the trocha, in the 
District of Sancti Spiritus, less than thirty 
miles distant from General Garcia's forces, 
are. stationed 2,000 insurgents under Gen- 
erals Pancho, Carrilo, Monteagudo, Larcliez, 
Legon, and Gonzales. The Spanish com- 
mander, General Pando, with Generals Ram- 
irez and Charvez and other Generals, is with- 
in a few miles of General Calixto Garcia. 
General Gomez is west of the Jucaro-Moron 
trocha within easy reach. 

All the insurgent Generals, President 
Masso, and the insurgent officials, with 
General Garcia, got through General Pan- 
do’s-lines some time ago, and the latter gave 
up the campaign which was to be a grand 
military coup de grace in the Province of 
Santiago de Cuba or in the Province of 
Puerto Principe.

To have @ personal conference with Gen- 


eral Calixto Garcia, President Masso, and 
other insurgents, and even with General 
Gomez, if possible, and to make them a 
formal offer of autonomy, according to the 
program drawn up by the Left or Radical 
wing of that party. As previously cabled, 
this offer includes, in return for the ending 
of the insurrection, the disarmament and 
disbanding of all volunteers; commercial 
treaties to be concluded without Spanish in- 
terference; à maximum sum of $2,000,000 
annually to be paid to Spain by Cuba asthe 
latter's nominal suzerain; no insurgents to 
be shot or imprisoned on account of the 
existing insurrection, and no insurgents to 
be sent as prisoners out of Cuba for future 
political offenses. 
The advices received here are, in sub- 
stance, that General Pando felt confident of 
securing the conference, while on the other 
hand Captain General Blaneo, Secre 
General Congosto, and the Spanish staff 
officers of high rank, and many radical 
members of the autonomist government 
felt sure that the proposition, being the best 
ever offered and assuring practical inde- 
pendence, would be accepted, that the re- 
bellion would be declared at an end, and 


that consequently all excuse for the inter- 


vention by the United States would be ended. 
Would Challenge Gomez’s Scorn. 
Such views, however, were not held wh 
this dispatch was sent by the best nequniat- 
ed with General Gomez and his chiefs nor 
by the Spapish-Cuban merchants, bankers, 
editors, or lawyers, the vest class in Havana. 
The latter were sure that nothing but the 


proposition of Monte Cristo (the granting 
of an indemnity to Spain, but absolute inde- 


pendence for Cuba) would ever be considered 


by General Gomez or any of his pri 
followers. 


In support of the latter view it is officially 
announced that after all the efforts near 
Manzanillo only two privates of Salvator 
Ruiz’s band surrendered.

in Santiago de Cuba, greatly weakened all

Pando, or, if they do confer, after refusing 
the terms offered, will take sufficient cattle

This 
news is considered by Cubans to mean that 
the greatest blow that the insurgents have 
yet dealt to Spain has fallen. 
General Pando has long been considered 
the only real fighter among the legion of 
Spanish officers that the crown has sent 
against the Cubans. He is spoken of as the 
one who never sleeps, and during the last 
few months has engaged in numerous bat- 
tles with Generals Garcia and Rabi along 
the River Cauto, in the eastern part of the 
island. Key West is gay with American’ 
and Cuban flags, and Cuban sympathizers 
are beside themselves with joy over the 
reported capture. 
There is much conjecture as to what will 
be done with General Pando.” |

Military Affairs Committee of fhe House 


1 Suggests Several Changes in 
2 Pending Bill. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—The Mill- 
tary Affairs committee of the House held & 
special meeting today to consider the bill 
for the reorganization of thearmy. The bill, 
in so far as it reorganized the army into 
what is known as the three battalion forma- 
tion, met with the unanimous approval of 
the members of the committee. At the ses- 
sion on Monday it will be completed and re- 
ported to the House for action.

The section authorizing the President in his 
discretion to establish a third battalion for 
each infantry regiment as originally drawn 
read: That in time of war the President,” 
etc. As amended it reads: Upon a dec- 
laration of war made by Congress or a dec 
laration by Congrecd that war exists the 
President,” etc.

5 of the bill, which provides that the Presi- 
dent may in time of war facilitate recrult- 
ment to their war strength, etc., and author- 
ize each regiment of the army to draw its 
recruits from such State or States as may 
be designated by him.

I want your 
committee to get from the generous people of 
Chicago 1,000,000 grains. 1 hope this will be the 
last contribution that you will be called upon 
for free Cuba, as I eartiestly hope that before 
long its independence will be recognized. Thank- 
ing you beforehand for this, as well as past 
Ta vors. gratefully, etc. 

It ig proposed by the committee to ship 
the quinine called for in wooden bottles with 
wooden stoppers, each bottle holding twen- 
ty tablets of two grains each, These bottles 
will be incloged in barrels, which may be 
thrown overboard without damage to the 
medicine. The wooden botties are easily 
carried in the pocket, will not break, as 
glass would, and will not absorb moisture.

Opportunity for Chicago Citizens to

Men who are anxious to fight Spain will 
be given a chance to join the ranks of the 
First Illinois Volunteers at a meeting to be 
held at Readey’s Hall, California and Og- 
den avenues, this afternoon at 3 o'clock.

The Naval Militia has received orders to 
clean up. and box its old rifles for shipment.

A sub- 
scription fund is being raiséd to purchase 
new uniforms, blankets, and other equip- 
ments for the naval forces, so that they will 
be supplied in case of war. .

GROSVENOR EXPLAINS MATTERS 


He Tells What He Means by Saying 
Cuba Will Have the “ Equiva- 
lent of Independence.”’ 


New York, March 19,—[Special.J-—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says 
Representative Grosvenor, the confidential 
friend of President McKinley, furnished the 
following statement today: 

“TI gave a few days ago a brief inter- 
view, in which I stated that out of the Cuban 
situation would come the equivalent of in- 
aependence, and a certain class of newspa- 
pers have been greatly agitated over my 
use of that word, and letters have come pour- 
ing in upon me accepting the construction 
given by these newspapers to that language. 
I want to explain what I meant. | 

I believe that out of the present situation 
will come the independence of Cuba, at 
least that is what I want to see come, and it 
appears to me a reasonably grounded hope 
that the present conditions in Cuba will re- 
sult in independence without the interven- 
tion of the United States. But if the United 
States does intervene for the purpose of 
securing the independence of Cuba by ac- 
knowledging her diplomatic report, and 
then should Spain accept the inevitable and 
concede the independence of the island, or 
if Spain: should go to war and, as it inevita- 
bly would happen, she was conquered, then 
would come a condition of independence to 
Cuba and then would arise that which I 


foresee, 
„The independence of Cuba would be a 


tectorate of the United States. If the 
United States intervenes in a war with 
Spain for the purpose, among other things, 
of securing the independence of Cuba, the 
United States has launched upon the map of 
the world an independent country that must 
be secured and protected in her independence 
by the nation that secured her independ- 
ence. If, however, the independence of 
Cuba is secured and factional] discord rends 


the island again, to the destruction of her 


interests, the United States must interfere 
and see to it that those factional discords 
end and that the injury to our country 
shall be minimized. 

“And, above all other considerations, 
when any foreign. nation attempts to take 
advantage of the discordant condition of 
Cuba, or its poverty, or its bad faith to 
acquire .territory, the United States must 
see to it that no such condition arises, and 
the indépendence of Cuba must be thus 
secured and protected. 

“Now, in any one of these conditions 
Cuba would have the equivalent of inde- 
pendence and her independence would be 
dependent upon the United States. To use 
my meaning, and I really believe I am not 
hard to be understood by others, I look 


upon the proposition of a guaranteed au- 


tonomy under the flag of Spain as a trav- 
esty upon all considerations of the rights 
of the Cuban people. They have so long 
struggied against every consideration of 
mankind that I deem it an impossibility at 
this late day to secure their acquiescence 
in autonomy, and if they did acquiesce I 
should feel that even then the United 
States was responsible to a large extent 
for the operation and effect of autonomy. 

“As to 8 it seems to me it is 
enough to say that it has been over and over 
again repudiated by the people of Cuba, 
and to thrust it again in their faces is lit- 
tle short of a fare.“ 


STANDARD OIL WANTS PEACE. 


In the Interest of Its Trade in Spain It 
Would Cast Petroleum on the 
Troubled Waters. 


New York, March 19.—[Special.]—A dis- 
patch to the World from Washington says: 

The most powerful single influence for 
peace is the Standard Oil company. Every- 
thing the gigantic Rockefeller combination 
can do to prevent a Spanish war has been 
done. Its efforts have covered almost the 
entire dutation of the Cuban civil war. Pres- 
ident Cleveland’s administration felt its 
power, very much as has President Me- 
Kinley. 

There are two great concerns in the world 
that supply Spain with petroleum, the 
Standard Oil and the Russian aggregation 
under the patronage of Mr. Witte, the Rus- 
sian Minister of Finance. The world’s mar- 
ket is virtually partitioned out between the 
two. Standard Oil has practically a monop- 
oly of Spain and the Spanish colonies of the 
West Indies. |

to ask the Americans to fight our. battles, 
just as we feel convinced that they are far 
too proud to desire that we should fight 
theirs. But what we do wish, and what wise 
men on both sides most earnestly desire, is 
that each nation shall feel that it has in 
the other a friend and a brother on whose 
sympathy it can rely in time of need.”’ 

The Spectator, noting the good feeling ex- 
pressed in the United States, says: It does 
not flow from any desire to court the old 
country because it may be useful, but is 
due to the reported coalition on the con- 
tinent against England.”’ | 

The curious mixture of pacific assurances 
and announcements of active preparations 
for war which are coming from the United 
States keeps the prophets guessin, but

Mr. Davitt retorts with a letter which wii!

The Canada- 
Atlantic and Ottawa, Arnprior and Parry 
Sound railways (which are practically one 
company), operating railway lines from 
Parry Sound, on Georgian Bay, to Swanton, 
Vt., have, by the chartering of the steam- 
ers Saxon, Grecian, Briton, German, and 
Roman of the Menominee Transportation 
company, completed the last link in this en- 
terprise. It is purposed to run these steam- 
ers from Chicago’to Parry Sound, and there 
transship freight, via the above named 
railways, to Coteau Junction, Que.; thence 
over the Grand Trunk, 317 miles, to 
Montreal. The object of the line is to carry 
grain for shipment to foreign countries from 
Montreal, and it is confidently expected that 
this line will figure largely in the movement 
of the grain crop of the Western States.“ 

It # reported that Duluth will also be in- 
clu as one of the ports in the United 
States. There is now bullding at Parry 
Sound a large elevator for handling the 
grain from the steamers to cars, and another 
at Coteau on the St. Lawrence River. The 
company is preparing to build its own 
line from Coteau to Montreal, so that freight 
will be haridied, entirely by itself. The 
object of this line seems to be to draw for- 
eign shipments from the United States to 
Montreal, and it is expected it will be a great 
success. The line has a number of advan- 
tages in the way of reaching the deep water 
steamships. The lake portion is reduced to a 
minimum, and the distance by rail from 
Parry Sound to Montreal is but 382 miles. 
These lines are practically owned by Amer- 
icansand officered and managed by men from 
the State of Vermont. It is expected that 
millions of tons of grain will pass through 
Ottawa over this line.

ROOM TRADERS ARE NOW BULLS. 


{SPECIAL BY H. ALLAWAYTY.1 

New York, March 19. — Almost every 
stock dealt in on the New York Stock 
Exchange shows at the end of the week an 
over the panicky figures touched on 
Saturday a week ago. While four stocks are 
a point or more below last Saturday’s prices, 
there are seventy-seven advanced a point or 
over. Nothing new has come into the situ- 
“Ths week's net changes reflect no influ- 
ences that have not been operative ever since 
the day of the Maine disaster. 


The current 


record merely testifies to the force and 


adroitness of professional manipulation. 

A tremendous short interest was a week 
ago extended throughout the whole Stock 
Exchange list and all this week it has kept 
on the defensive. Several times it has rushed 
to cover and as frequently it has reap- 

red. Sensible men given to trading in 
Wall street cannot blind themselves to the 
fact that eventually contracts on the short 
side are bound to be profitable. Four out of 
five of the immediately operative factors 
are bearish and have to do with our inter- 
national snarl. | 

Wall street has a large complement of 
peace preachers who are continually declar- 
ing that all suggestions of hostilities between 
the United States and Spain are foolish and 
sensational and are bound speedily to be dis- 
posed of. One of the curious things about 


these declaimers is that they are as badly 


scared as anybody else, and the most of 


them have sold stocks and doubtless a large 


percentage of their holdings, thougf prob- 
ably they have yet material liquidation 
ahead of them. 


Room Traders Become Bulls. 


Supplementing the peace songs coming 
from such sources we have had during the 
week a flop from the bear to the bull side 
by many of the room traders of the Stock 
Exchange, whose only incentive for chang- 
ing front was, however, the hope to snatch 
a few profits from other traders still short. 

The outside public has nowhere been fig- 
uring in the market. The smaller owners 
of stocks throughout the country seem large- 
ly to have liquidated so far as any recent 
dips in the market have made it necessary. 
Chief sellers this week were important In- 
terests. Some of the strongest financiers 
here have been lightening their loads, mak- 
ing their sales skillfully enough to avoid 
weakening the general market. Such sell- 
ing has had the result of creating a large 
short interest which is apparent rather than 
real, principal sellers choosing to borrow 
Stocks for delivery temporarily. 

Among prominent interests resorting to 
aGroit tactics like these are millionaires 

conspicuous among Standard Oi] magnates 
and in the sugar trust. 

Much the most important contMbutors to 
the strength which the market has shown 
wap Jay Gould's old partner, Washington E. 
Connor. Mr. Connor went to his Florida 
winter home early in February, but appa- 
rently he kept in close touch with market 
conditions here, for he received the news of 
last Saturday’s panicky smash prompily 
enough to permit him to catch an express 
that afternoon bound North; and when the 
stock market opened last Monday morning 
his forceful work was influential throughout 
the whole market. 

Manhattan Elevated, his own specialty, 
was made leader of the entire list. It had 
closed on Saturday around 94 or 95. Mon- 
day's opening price, as Mr. Connor was able 
to make it, was 99. Similar advances were 
peored in other -conspicuous stocks, and 
forthwith the market bounded. If the ghost 
of Jay Gould gets glimpses of Wall street 
these days it must have chuckled cheerily 
over the masterful way in which the conjur- 
ing tricks of the old-timers can yet at the 
old stand toy with Wall street.

PRISONER RESCUED IN COURT. 


Attempt to Return Kittie Stokes to the 
State Reformatory Results in 
a Riot. 


Justice Doyle's court at the Desplaines 
Street Police Station was the scene of a 
lively riot yesterday morning. When order 
had been finally restored and bailiffs, ma- 
trons, lawyers, prisoners, and spectators 
had been disentangled many of the com- 
batants showed bruises and torn clothing, 
und Joseph Brown, special officer of the 
State Home for Juvenile Female Offenders 
at Geneva, mourned the loss of a prisoner. 

Kittie Stokes, who lives at Van Buren 
street and Western avenue, and was 
leased from the Geneva institution 
months ago on parole, was arrested last 
week for misconduct, and Special Officer 
‘Brown was sent to Chicago to take her back 
to the institution. As the officer was leav- 
ing the prisoners’ dock with her he was 
intercepted by Attorney Clark, who de- 
clared he would not permit the girl to be 
taken away. An argument and struggle fol- 
lowed, in which a dozen women and girls 
took part. Bailiffs, lawyers, policemen, and 
even the matrons also took a hand, and for 
a few minutes everybody in the courtroom 
seemed to be fighting. 

While the struggle was at its height Kittie 
Stokes was torn away from her captor, who 
was pushed by police officers into the gener- 
al office of the station, where he was ordered 
to remain. While he was waiting there 
Attorney Clark and the friends of the girl 
quickly smuggled her from the station 
through a side door. Officer Brown declares 
there is serious trouble in store for Attorney 
Clark for assisting the girl to escape. 


TRUCK GROWERS FORMA POOL. 


— — 


Propose to Control Shipments to the 
Chicago Market— Strawberry Men 
Plan a Like Move. 


Fruit and vegetable growers of southern 
Illinois have held a meeting in Cobden with 
the purpose of combining to regulate ship- 
ments to the Chicago markets. In the 
past, during the summer months, the mar- 
kets have become glutted with fruit 9 
vegetables; which sold, it is claimed, 
rates in some cases too low to pay the A 
penses of bringing the stuff to market. 

The combination is intended to take in all 
shipping aecociations between Villa Ricge 
and Alma. in a territory extending 100 
miles on each side of the Illinois Central 
railroad. The grewers are determined to 
let their products rot on the vines rather 
than ship into an overloaded market. 

Chicago commission merchants are skep- 
tical as to the results of the combination. 
There are altogether too many men grow- 
ing vegetables for the markets for them 
to combine successfully,“ said Henry Mar- 
tin. “If they band together in any sec- 
tion to withhold their products in dull times 


there are enough others outside of the asso- 


ciation to take advantage of their efforts. 
If they want to maintain prices, I would 
suggest that a better inspection of fruit 
and vegetables be made, and with a better 
quality better prices are assured. 

A movement is on foot to bring about 
A combination of strawberry growers in the 
country about St. Joseph, Mich. The plan 
contemplates a central officc to handle the 
. combined product. It is proposed to take 
in also the berry raisers of South Haven 
and other towns of the fruit belt.

| WILLARD HAS Tah F EVER 


ENGLISH ACTOR ILL AT aunrrontun 
ANNEX WITH TYPHOID, 
Belief Expressed That Germs of the 
Disease Were Taken in Drinking 
Water During a Recent Trip 
Through the Sonth—Dr. Hammond 
Takes a Hopefal View of the Case 
Company of Players Is Disbanded— 
Opinion of Manager C. A. Moore, 


E. 8. Willard, the actor, is ill at his rooms 
at the Auditorium Annex with typhoid fever. 
This announcement was the result of the 
diagnosis made by Dr. J. D. Hammond, the 
house physician, yesterday morning. The 
doctor gave it out that Mr. Willard was not 
dangerously ill, but the fact that his tem- 
perature was 105°, when the normal is 
¥8 2-5°, would seem to indicate that his Ul- 
ness is of a serious character. 

As the result of the doctor's report, Mr. 


Willard's future engagements in this coun- 


try were canceled and his company dis- 
banded. These engagements comprised two 


weeks more in this city, one week in Cin- 


cinnati, Detroit, and Toronto, three days in 
Buffalo, and three days in Rochester. Ten 
members of the company are English, and 
these will proceed at once to New York, from 
which point they will sail in about a week. 
The other members of the company for the 
greater part also will go to New York and 
endeavor to secure engagements for the re- 
mainder of the season. They were all paid 
their salaries for the eoming two weeks, 80 
that their loss, considering the shortness of 
the remainder of the season, will not be a 
serious matter. 

Mr. Willard in reality has been ill for more 
than a week, but kept steadily at his work 
with the idea that his illness would prove to 
be of only a temporary character. He found 
it exceedingly difficult to get through his 
lines on Friday night, and after his return to 
the hotel and while sitting in the corridor 
about 11:30 he became so faint he had to 
be assisted to hisroom. Dr. Hammond was 
then surnmoned, and found that Mr. Willard 
was suffering from a high fever as well as 
showing marked signs of prostration. It was 
then thought he was suffering from over- 
work, but yesterday’s diagnosis of the case 
convinced Dr. Hammond that it was a case 
of typhoid fever. It was at first determined 
not to give this out and as a result it was 
announced that it was merely an ordinary 
case of fever incident upon nervous prostra- 
tion. This was the information 80 Was 
cabled to Mrs. Willard. 

While Dr. Hammond admitted it was 
typhoid fever, he said it did not give promise 
of becoming a dangerous case, although it 
was impossible to predict this with any 
certainty. He expressed the opinion, how- 
ever, that with two or three weeks’ rest 
and quiet Mr. Willard would be able to get 
about again, although it would be sometime 
before he would be in a condition to appear 
on the stage again. 

Just where Mr. Willard contracted the dis- 
ease is a matter of conjecture, but it is sus- 
pected that it was during his recent tour of 
the South. He lived in a private car, and it 
is thought that contaminated drinking 
water must have been used. He complained 
a great deal of the weariness and hard work 
incident to this tour, and it was thought 


both by himself and friends that his recent 
indisposition was the result of these trials. 


It is the first engagement that Mr. Willard 


has missed in his twenty-two years on the 
stage, and he strained his nervous forces to 
the very limit not to break this record. Dr. 
Hammond said he had undoubtedly been 


keeping up on nerve force purely for thé last 
day or two, and that his condition would not 
be so serious if he had given up four of five 


days ago. His present American tour has 
been an unusually successful one. 


Charles A. Moore, Mr. Willard’s manager, 


said he thought the latter’s illness was large- 


ly the result of overwork, which weakened 
his system, making him more readily sus- 
ceptible to any germs which might have 
been taken into his system. He was con- 
fident, however, that it would not prove to 
be of a serious character, and that Mz. Wil- 
lard would be up and about again in two or 
three weeks, and perhaps less time. As soon 


as he was able, it was probable he would 


proceed to Ifaly, where he would carefully 


study the new play which has been written 
for him by Louis M. Parker, and which will 


pe produced for the first time at the Madi- 
son Square ‘in New 25

Settlement of the Klondike rate war now 
depends upon the approval of the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific roads of the 
proposition to submit all matters in dispute 
between the Canadian Pacific and its Amer- 
jean competitors to arbitration. The Cana- 
dian Pacific is now willing to let an arbi- 
trator decide whether the American lines 
should restore rates before the questions at 
issue ere considered. The Northern Pacific 
and north Pacific roads will probably insist 
that three arbitrdtors be chosen—one to be 
selected by the Canadian Pacific, one by 
the American roads, and these two arbi- 
trators to select a third one.

The work proposed for the consideration of 
the Education commission was discussed at 
the Board of Education rooms yesterday 
afternoon by two subcommittees of the 
Howland club, which ie composed of men 
principais in the Chicago sch Several 
changes from present methods were advo- 
cated, ‘ 

One of the committees, which dealt only 
with matters affecting the interests of teach- 
ers, went on record as favoring a higher 
schedule of salaries for grammar grade 
than for primary teachers. Salaries of 
Principals, it was agreed, should vary ac- 
cording to the size of the schools, No rec- 
ommendation- was made as to the amount of 
Salary to be paid beyond the general agree- 
“ment that Chfeago teachers ought to re- 
celve as much as those in any large city in 
the country. 

The same committee recommended that 
the Bo of Assistant Superintendents have 
power to Appoint’ and dischargé teachers, 
rather than the Board of Education; also 
that assistant superintendents be chosen 
from the ranks of principals and that teach- 
‘ers be chosen as head assistants and for the 
®pectal work by, Competitive examinations. 


Favor Commercial Courses, 


The other subcommittee adopted a resolu- 
tion favoring the establishment of commer- 
cial courges in high schools and a greater 
number of high and manual training schools 
for the benefit. of the large class of young 
people whe finish. their education in the, 
public schools, being unable or not 
to go to college. 

The same committee discussed a plan for 
forming a general faculty, to be — up 
of the Superintendent of Schools, his as- 
sistants, the supervisors and principals, and 
five teachers elected from each district; also 
a district faculty in each district. 

It was recommended that all proposed 
changes in school management or service be 
referred to the principals and teachers for 
their opinion before being acted upon. The 
proposed faculties, it was suggested, should 
recommend to the Board of Education legis- 
lation on all matters of educational impor- 
tance,

day afternoon. Miss Mary McDowell told 
of the work being done by the Chicago Wom- 
an's club in endeavoring to secure the es- 
tablishment of additional schools.

His father brought him back home, 
a he seemed to accept the situa- 
tion took of baby, pet it 
appea that he was planning .to re- 
véeliged for the task that had been put upon 


him. 

Barly in the morning of July 16 he arose 
duletly, went into the kitchen, and got his 
father’s rifle. Then he went to his-father’s 
bedrooni, and, placing the muzzle of — — 
close to his father’s head as he ley 2 
killed him instantly. He then went wise 
ows room and tried to load the gun again. 
Pailing ia this. he went back to his father’s 
bedroom and found his stepmother leaning 
over her husband. She had her back to the 
boy.and he struck her on the back ef the 
head with a club he had obtained from the 
cornerib the night before. The biow stag- 
gered her and as she turned 2 around 
he Struck her again and again, felling her 
to the bed. With the rage of a wild beast 
the boy sprang upon the bed and beat the 
unfortunate woman's head to a jelly, scat- 
tering the blood and brains over the walls. 


He Spared the Baby. 

During. this. time the baby which was the 
immocent cause of the boys wrath lay on 
the same bed. Its clothing was covered 
with’ blood. After making sure that the 
two victims were dead, Wesley took the 
little babe in his arms and carried it into 
his room, where be washed and dressed it, 
and after giving it some food started with it 
to his grandfather's: On the way he stopped 
at a neighbor's place and told them that 
same one had murdered his parents. 

At the inquest Wesley seemed to take no 
interest in the proceedings, but had appar-

to-live with his aunt in town, and when peo- 
ple began to be suspicious and speak of the 
matter in his presence hé showed no inter- 
est in the-remarks. He was arrested and 
fingily confessed. When asked why he did 
m Be said he did not want to have to stay at 
home and tend the baby. He was sent to 
the penitentiary for life, and when taken 
away by the officers he manifested no bor- 
row. Marquis Barr, now of Oskaloosa, was 
warden of the penitentiary at the time Wes- 

was taken there, and he says of him: 

“When Wesley was received his physical 
condition was peculiar. He looked thin, 
pale, and weak, but did not complain, and I 
do hot now remember his being under the 
doctor’s care during the time he was with 
me. He had a slight twitching of the head 
and eyes, and seemed always sad. When 
spoken to ‘he would answer promptly and 
intelligently, but seldom commericed a con- 
versation. Morally he was a mystery to 
me, and were it not for the fact that he had 
3 guilty to a heinous crime I-should 

ave answered that his moral condition 
was good. I never knew him to use pro- 
fane or obscene language. He impressed 
me as being a child Who kad been sadly neg- 
lected, received harsh 


_ Efforts for His Relief. 


That was eight years ago. Mr. Madden, 
the present Warden, has done all in h 
power to secure 4 pardon for Wesley. He 
says that he believes that he has become 
morally responsibie and is now ready to be- 
comé a good member of society. Professor 
Harlan of Cornell College, Mount Vernon, 
has deen interested in the case for some 
time and has given it careful study. He is 
firmly. convinced that if Wesley has been 
Gegenerate he has now come to the point 
where he is out of contro] of the brute in- 
stincte, which were his sole guide at the time 
of the commission of the crime. He is so 
Arm in the belief of regeneration of the 
young man that be says hs would not fear 
to take him into his own family if he were 
released from the penitentiary. 

Professor Harlan and others who had be- 
come interested arranged that if the Legis- 
lature passed the resolution recommend! 
that the Governor pardon him they wo 
send him to an Hastern college, where, un- 
der an assumed name, but with the full 

wiedge of the faculty? it was intended 
he should have the opportunity afforded for 
a liberal education, while at the sam time 
hig triends would watch carefully for any

For several years past Wesley has been 
assigned to duty in the prison library, and 
ne has made the mo8t of the means for gain- 
fg an edutaion.

GALLINGER SUSTAINS PROCTOR, 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire, 
who has recently returned from a visit to 
Cuba, saw things while there in much the 
same light so clearly described by Senator 
Proctor in his in the Senate the other 
day. If anything, indeed, the New Hamp- 
shire Senator seems disposed to put his de- 
scription in even stronger terms than his 
Vermont colleague. When called upon for 
a statement of his views regarding the desti- 
tution, cruelty, and suffering prevailing in 
the island, he responded most impressively: 
Lou can sign my name to any picture you 
may draw of utter wretchedness, destitu- 
tion, and hellishness in that country.“ 

The New Hampshire Senator further pro- 
ceeded to say that the condition of affairs 
as he saw it in Havana and Matanzas was 
simply indescribable. Of the women and 
children of the patriotic insurgents who are 
fighting for independence in the field and 
other classes of noncombatants—all of 
whom are called |“ reconcentrados he 
said: 

The reconcentrados | wedged into all evail- 
able places in those cities held by the Spaniards, 
and are perishing by the thousands for want of 
the commonest necessaries of life. 

The best information obtainable leads to the 
conclusion that there have been beyond a doubt 
400,000 deaths as a result of Spain's brutal pblicy, 
and the tragedy goes on from day to day. The 
Society of the Red Cross is furnishing some relief 
‘by its efforts, but the most of these people are 
beyond the reach of aid, whether through medi- 
cine or food. The mortality in Matanzas for the 
last four months previous to our visit was equal 
to ten times the ordinary death rate. The former

(White). 
Win reference to thle military aspect of affairs 
in Cuba, I saw nothing which tmpressed me with 


the idea that Spain knows much about modern 
warfare. The soldiers I saw are not drilled as 


our soldiers are. Indeed, they lack every element 


of g@oldierly bearing, whatever may be said of 
thelr merits as fighters. The drilis that I wit- 
hessed were a travesty on modern military ideas. 
While they were undergoing their evolutions the 
soldiers were talking to each other, and smoking 
as freely and unconcernedly as they would do 
in their messrooms. From my observation of 
them I should not consider them very formidable 
antagonists on the leid of battle.

“RUMORS AT THE CAPITAL. 
The national capital has been the center 


of a lot of contradictory rumors for the last 
day or two which have apparently served 
no other purpose than to illustrate the shift- 
ing currents of opinion in administration 
and Congressional circles. On the one 
hand the country is told that the peace-at- 
any-price faction in the Cabinet is again in 
control, and that the withdrawal of a part 
of Admiral Sicard’s fleet at the Dry Tortu- 
gas is a plain indication of the disposition of 
the administration to back down from its 
show of a vigorous policy with reference to 
Cuban affairs in obedience to the demands 
of the stock-jobbing fraternity. in New 
York and New England, while there is said 
to be something like a storm of indignation 
ready to break forth in Congress against 
this craven policy of surrender. On the 
other hand, while there seems little doubt 
that Secretaries Bliss and Long have been 
playing into the hands of Spain by urging 
further delay, it is claimed by those pro- 
fessing to be the President’s confidential 
friends that he has not lowered his standard 
in the least. On the contrary, he is credited 
with having “ indignantly repelled all insin- 
uations that the disaster to the Maine or the 
starvation of the Cubans, either or both, 
could be finally settled merely on a mone- 
tary basis,” while asserting that, if the 
forthcoming report of the court of inquiry 
in the Maine affair shall show any degree 
of Spanish responsibility, much more than 
mere indemnity will be demanded. 

Until the report of the Maine inquiry is at 
hand these contradictory rumors may be 
taken for what they are worth. Tue TRI 
vnn will neither indorse nor deny them. It 
is through with vouching for anything 
emanating from Washington until there is 
positive action of some sort—either a for- 
ward movement or a direct back-down. 
These stories—on the one side or the other 
—may be true, or taken as a whole they may 
be mere kite-flying to catch the drift of the 
wind. 

In the meantime the country will await 
with intensest interest the report of the 
Maine board of inquiry, now supposed to 
be on its way to Washington and due to be 
in the hands of the President at the begin- 
ning of the present week.

ASKED TO RESTORE M’CALLA, 


The President Is Urged to Mitigate the 
Result of a Court-Martial of 
Years Ago. 


Washington, D. C., March 18.— [Special. 
Commander McCalla of the cruiser Mar- 
, now at Port Tampa after supplies 

for the fleet at the Tortugas, is the cen- 
tral figure just now in a strong movement 
being made to induce the President to miti- 
6 the result of a court martial years ago. 
1988 Commander McCalla was in charge of 
the old ship Enterprise, then cruising in 
North European waters. There was a rough 
character aboard as a member of the crew 
who was exceedingly turbulent, especially 
when filled to the brim with Norwegian fire- 
water, for the ship was then in the harbor 
of Christiania. One day the man boarded 
the ship in a violent condition and Captain 
Calla ordered a few buckets of salt water 
thrown on him to cool off his enthusiasm 
and then read the man a lecture to show 
that he was disgracing his uniform, the flag, 


and the United States by becoming intoxi- 


eated and creating a disturbance in a for- 
=: sailor was furious, and proceeded in 
the chbicest of nautical vernacular te damn 
the United States, his uniform, and the flag 
individually and collectively. 

This was too much for the hotheaded but 
patriotic naval officer, who drew his sword 
and strack the sailor, drawing blood, but 
not wounding him seriously. It was an act 
distinctly forbidden by the naval régula- 
tion, of course, for the man should have been 
put in irons and taken away. After he ship 
returned home a court martial was ordered 
and Commander McCalla was advised by his 
friends to plead@*guilty and look out for an 
easy sentence. He declined to do this and 
declared that no man, whether a common 
sailor or officer, could curse the Stars and 
Stripes in his presence without being pun- 
ished for it on the spot. 

There was nothing for the court martial 
to do but to find MeCalla guilty, and he was 
punished in the severest possible manner, 


’ being sentenced to suspension for three 
years with loss of rank in the meanwhile, 


go that on his return to the service he would 
have the same relative number in the navy 
Met as when he left. 

During President Cleveland’s administra- 
tion all efforts to secure a remission of the 
sentence were entirely unavailing, but when 
President Harrison came in he restored Mc- 
Calla to duty after he had been under sus- 
pension for eighteen months, or one-half 
the time fixed by the court. The unfortu- 
nate feature in the case is that the part of 
the sentence of the court martial which is 
still in force in spite of the Execttive clem- 

. ency is the loss of nine numbers on the list. 
If there had been no deaths or retirements 
during the time of his suspension the sen- 
tence would have imposed no loss of rank 
or money, but as it was, the verdict of the 
court was practically a life sentence, and 
the commander found himself superseded 
by nine men who were his juniors, among 
the list being Captain Chadwick, in com- 
mand of the cruiser New York. 

The operation of the sentence of the court 
is such that unless Captain McCalla@ is re- 
stored to his previous rank there will be ab- 
solutely no possibility of his retirement as 
Admiral, because enough of his juniors have 
gotten ahead of him to bar the way for him 
forever. A strong effort is being made to 
restore Commander McCalla to his original 
rank, and President McKinley has been ap- 
pealed to on the ground that as the sen- 
tence of the court martial did not suspend 
any pay, as eleven of the twelve members 
recommended Executive clemency, and as 
the unexpired portion of his sentence was 
actually remitted by President Harrison, it 
would be only justice to a brave officer who 
distinguished himself at Hayti and at 
Navassa Island to restore him to his origi- 
— rank on =~ = of hostilities which may 

SO much in the way of promotion. The 
President has the matter under advisement. 


EIGHTH CROW WAS A HOODOO. 


Bouncer Was Expert at Bird Catching, 
but an Eagle Was Too Much 
for Him. 


— — 


Orrington, Me., March 18.— The crows have 
been reaching Maine on the installment plan 
this spring, about 10 per cent coming every 
week. Soon after the first lot arrived Henry 
Damon's dog Bouncer began to wander 
through the fields and tole the birds up to 
him after a manner which he has learned 
from years of experience among crows. 
Bouncer is an aged and fat. Yorkshire ter- 
rier, an untidy combination of hair and cun- 
ning, that looks like a floor mop when he is 


dry and acts asa floor mop as soon as his coat 


is wet through, but he knows the ways of 

crows better than most dogs, and his physi- 

cal deformities, instead of acting as a bar 

to his progress in crow stalking, serve to help 
dim in every undertaking. 

Snow lies fence-cap deep in all the down 
East fields. Nobody has seen a piece of bare 
ground as big as a tablecloth since Feb. 1. 
Consequently the crows are obliged to seek 
their scant sustenance from the piles of 
stable dressing which the farmers have sied- 
ded out on the crust and left on top of the 
snow above where they think the plowed 
land ought to be. Here the crows congre- 
gate and caw and, fight for stray morsels 
while the daylight lasts, and here Bouncer 


Was in the habit of displaying his peculiar } 


art, which was greatly admired by the farm- 
ers and proportionately detested by the 
crows. It was Bouncer's practice to seek 
one of these isolated heaps before daylight 
and proceed to make himself up so he would 
look like a dead dog, an act which required 
very little transformation on Bouncer's part. 
Having stiffened his limbs and ruffied his 
disreputable coat, so as to give him the ap- 
pearance of a dog that died last year, he 
would stretch himself out on the warmest 
slope of the pile and await results. Crows 
are partial to carrion, and are not particular 
about the breed of che animal which pro- 
duces the required result, so when they had 
inspected Bouncer’s remains for an hour and 
challenged the inert mass for signs of life 
they were ready for breakfast. Soon after 
this there would be an explosion among the 
crows on the heap where the dog was lying,

MARQUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTER. 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontegoy. } 
At length Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
has achieved the realization of his fondest 
hopes—namely, his reception as a full- 
fledged and independent sovereign at the 
court of Vienna, at which he was brought 
up, but the doors of which had remained 
mercilessly closed against wer since 
the contemptible method by “which he se- 
cured the long-denied recognition of the 

court of Russia. 3 
It may be remembered that in order to in- 
gratiate himself with the Czar he not only 
violated solemn promises which he had made 
to the Vienna government in connection 
with the conclusion of a treaty of commerce, 
but likewise offended the religious senti- 
ments of Francis Joseph by causing his 
eldest boy, a child of 8 years old, to be con- 
verted from Catholicism to the Greek or 
rather Russian Church. | 
These two things, together with'the scan- 
dais which have disgraced the court of 
„ notably in connection with the mur- 


der of Stambouloff, who was a friend of | 


Austria, and also of a couple of Hungarian 
actresses by officers of the Prince’s suite, 
so enraged Francis Joseph that he declined 
to have anything whatsoever to do with 
Ferdinand, declaring that the latter was 
not the kind of man with whom any gentle- 
man could afford to shake hands. 

Francis Joseph has, however, a very kind 
heart. He is rather fond of old Princess 
Clementine of Coburg, who has been a 
feature of Viehnese court life ever since 
he suceéeded to the throne fifty years ago. 
He is likewise aware of her prafdund affec- 
tion for Ferdinand, who is her favorite 
child, and for whose Sake she has sacrificed 
immense sums of money, as well as time 
and trouble. 

When, therefore, Prince Ferdinand ar- 
rived in hot haste in Vienna the other day 
in order to bid a last farewell to his mother, 
who is now lying on her death 5 the Em- 


peror was moved by a feeling of profound 
pity, and on receiving from the old Princess 
a sort of dying appeal that he would relent 
towards her boy and become reéonciled to 
him before she passed away he consented 
and appointed an hour for the reception of 
the Prince. 
Ferdinand drove to the aroha or im- 
perial palace, in the full uniform of a Bul- 
garian General, and the guards, both at the 
gates of the palace and in the igner court, 
turned out on his arrival and 
parture. 
The audience was no mere fort 
civility, for the Prince remain 
Emperor for more than of 


an hour, and when he left the Kaiser ac- 
companied him to the threshold of the 
ante-chamber, and parted from him with 
demonstrations of old-time afféction and 
regard. 

Thus may be said to end an estfangement 
which has lasted for more than four years, 
and poor old Princess Clementine can now 
afford to sing ber Nunc Dimittis.” and to 
go down to her grave perfectly happy and 
content, having accomplished her aim of 
securing the recognition of her son's sov- 
ereignty by every court and power in Ru- 
rope, Francis Joseph having been the only 
one who had refused to follow the example 
of the other foreign powers in the matter.

Talking about Austria, a few words with 
regard to the new Prime Minister of Aus- 
tria, in addition to those which I gave the 
other day in these columns, may prove of 
interest. Count Thun Hohenstein stands 
over six feet in his stockings, is slim in fig- 
ure, elastic and elegant in his bearing and 
movements, and does not look His Si years of 
age. Much of his youth was spent at St. 
Petersburg, where his father was Austrian 
Ambassador, and, like all other noblemen 
of the dual empire, he has served in the 
army, in which he now holds the rank of 
Colonel of cavalry. The large fortune and 
estates which he inherited from his father 
and from several uncles have 42 still fur- 
ther increased by his marriage fo Princess 
Anne Schwartzenburg. 

Tho principal seat of the Schwartzenburg 
family is a place called Frauenburg, in Bo- 
hemia, which was built between fifty and 
sixty years ago in imitation of Windsor Cas- 
tle. This was an idea of the grandmother 
of the present chief of the family, a most ec- 
centric woman, and on such 4 ¢ostly scale 
was the undertaking carried out that it is 
stated to have cost the Sch wartzenburg fam- 
fly in the neighborhood of $25,000,000 all 
told, everything at Windsor being, as far 
as possible, duplicated at uenburg.

Mr. Viasto said, to express the feeling of 
the Greek women for the Americans. Dur- 
ing the war the Queen publicly expressed 
her gratitude at the meetings of the Union 
of Greek Women; and the President and 
every one connected with the union begs 
me to convey their message of thanks to 
those who so generously helped them.“ 
Since the close of the war the Greek women 
have continued their organization and are 
finding plenty to do in caring for widows and 
orphans and for Thessalian refugees. They 
recently exported a quantity of Greek goods 
to London to be sold for the benefit of the 
refugees at the Greek Bureau of Industries, 
of which the Princess of Wales is patroness. 
At the suggestion of the King they have 
also started a fund for the widows and or- 
phans of the war, and his Majesty has 
handed over to them for this purpose $25,000 
from the funds that havé been sent to him 
from different foreign countries for philan- 
thropic uses. Every one from the King 
down to his humblest subject fully recog- 
niges the value of the work the women did 
during the war, and Mr. Viasto is of the 
opinion that it was more and better than 
that of the men.

AS BAD AS BLOODY 


S late as the year 1810 there stood 
in a field near the City of Seville 
a stone scaffold, each of whose four 
corners was surmounted by a fig- 
ure representing a man. This scaf- 
was called a quemadero—that is, a 
place for burning—and on it were commit- 
ted many of the fiendish crimes of the 
: inquisition; Once report had it that 
the victims were inclosed within the holy 
statues.and slowly roasted to death, but 
the more correct opinion seems to be that 
they were tied to the statues on the outside 
and burned while they were thus bound. 
In either case the significance of the symbol 
is much the same and the symbol stands for 
priestly Spain. 
Twenty-odd miles from Madrid, in a bar- 
ren. desolate country, is a great palace, 
church, and tomb, called the Escorial. It

and the yellow flaps that extended from the

back and 200 others on foot whenever he 
traveled. Nor were they his only defense. 
like the Voodoo priests, he kept a charm 
about him, and he had faith that this charm, 
a unicorn’s horn, would discover and neu- 
tralize poisons. 

But his fears rather stimulated his labors, 
and perhaps he.acted on the principle that it 
was necessary to exterminate the race in 
order that he might live. Certainly no one 
was safe from him. He even attacked dis- 
tinguished Bishops by discovering Jews 
among their ancestors, and members of the 
nobility who were of new Christian fam- 
ilies. Any sign was:sufficient to indicate a 
relapse into Judaism, Ifa man wore a clean

Details Not Lacking. 


Details of the way in which the punish- 
ments decreed by the savage priest were 
carried out against his victims, Jews and 
Gentiles, and of the frightful cruelties in 
particular cases, are furnished in abundance 
in the stories of the inquisition.

He was full of zeal to the last, and 
the very year of his own death, when he was 
78 years old, he prepared a new list of in- 
structions. 

It might be supposed that the King and 
Queen would have tried to reform them- 
selves after their earnest and venerable 
friend had departed, but they did nothing of 
the sort. Isabella’s bigotry was as great as 
ever, and so was Ferdinand’s avarice. Be- 
sides, by this time there was a whole tribe 
of witch doctors, who had made a regular 
profession of smelling out,” and it would 
have been cruel to deprive them of their 
business. Ferdinand must have thought 
of this often as he pocketed his share of 
the plunder. The encouragement that he 
and Isabella now gave to the holy office

Motlex's account of the punishment of a citi- 
zen of that country who had dashed the 
consecrated host from the hand of a priest: 
He was dragged on a hurdle, with an iron 
gag, to the market place. Here his right 
hand and foot were burned and twisted off 
between two redhot irons. His tongue was 
then torn out by the roots, and because he 
still endeavored to call upon the name of God 
the iron gag was again applied. With his 
arms and legs fastened together behind his 
back he was then hooked by the middle of 
his body to an iron chain and made to swing 
to and fro over a slow fre till he was entirely 
roasted.’ His life lasted almost to the end 
of these ingenious tortures, but his fortitude 
lasted as long as his life.” 

The sanction for such atrocities came ulti- 
mately from Phillip through the bloody Alva 
or some other heartless Spaniard, but a 
royal Spanish sanction had not the force in 
the Netherlands that it had in Spain, so that 
out of the inquisition rose the Dutch re- 
public. Less sturdy rebels were the Moris- 
coes of Andalusia, upon whom the most 
frightful cruelties were practiced. But so 
far only one side of Philip’s character has 
been disclosed. He united with the bigotry 
of Isabella the superstition;~the avarice, and 
the treachery of Ferdinand, His statesman- 
ship was all lying and intrigue, and it wasa 
favorite saying of his that “ time and he 
were a match for any other two.”

his external presentment—especially as to 
hands and naile—was in singular disaccord - 
with the power of his speech and the idea 
of vast erudition which it at once conveyed; 
besides extensive reading, persevering 
‘Study, shrewd observation, subtle ar- 
he could: bring the author- 
of personal experience and the 
prestige of a man who has not only 
studied mankind, but long and minutely 
expiored countries with which few are fa- 
miliar; he could therefore speak of and 
argue from a personal knowledge of the 
age and tone of mind, the manners 

and — X the habits and superstitions, 
and the beliefs of Eastern peo- 


* Renan’s tone was persuasive, his elo- 
quence easy and also picturesque, and with 
„ Studiously unstudied art ingeniously 
courted. popularity by assuming a tone of 
colloguiality. and by employing expressions 
and abbreviations bordering on ‘ argot.’ 

The influence 6btained by this mode of 
address is immense, the rather that the 
sympathies of the audience are insensibly 
won by. its plausibility, while they are un- 
consciously flattered by this condescension 
to their own intellectual level. 

Though I took copious notes of this very 
interesting lecture, I do not believe the 
most faithful report would reproduce the 
impression made on the hearers: as for fhe 
many happy and original remarks inter- 
spersed through it, though eminently cal- 
culated to seize the attention, almost ex- 

* torting a recognition of their aptitude, it 
is doubtful whether, if quoted isolated from 
the context, they would produce a lasting 
conviction. Probably much that fell from 
Renan lips during this discourse had been 
already said and written, and it seems very 
possible that the effect he produced is in a 
great measure due to his idiosyncratic mode 

ot bringing forward old ideas, but aleo to 
the extension he could give, and to the 
Po gy and inferences he drew

he had profited to the fullest extent by. the 
‘evident, and the confidence he thus ac- 
quired in himself went far to win the at-

This, however, is not the only phase 
of Renan’s eloquence that took with the 
public, He possessed a command of subtle 
irony and incisive humor which interested 
and fascinated his audience. Again, the 
perfect and intimate knowledge he had ac- 
quired of his native tongue enabled him, 
when it suited his purpose, to indulge in a 
strain of the purest and most dignified lan- 
guage, which seemed to be inspired by con- 
viction, and became irresistibly persuasive. 

“That Renan was master of clap-trap, 
even his most faithful admirers will scarcely 
dispute, though they do not willingly allow 
that his frequent recourse to it ig. an evi- 
dence of shallowness; moreover, the intro- 
duction of that element into such a rostrum 
as that of the Sorbonne was quite a new de- 
parture, and, if it somewhat compromised 
its traditional y, he knew how to avail 
himself of the tone of bonhomie which was 
natural to him to pass it off and make it ac- 
ceptable to his public.“ 

I am sure there is a great deal of truth in 
what Mrs. Byrne says. Distance lends en- 
chantment to every view, but to none does 
it lend more than to that of famous men and 


whom Mrs, Byrne did not see through rose- 
glasses: 

When mounted, or even seated in one of 
‘the imperial carriages and four, Napoleon 
III. passed muster. He could not afford to 
dispense with the prestige which supplied 
that dignity nature had denied him person- 
ally, for it was not only the meannegs of his 
gtature which disappointed the eéxpecta- 
tion of those who thought to behold an im- 
personation of royalty—there was an insig- 
nificance in his whole demeanor wholly out 
of character with the position he was trying 
to establish. It is true that many great men 
have been little men, but those who have be- 
come great in spite of their stature have 
possessed qualities which could be read on 
their features and in their manners, and 
have been such as to command the confi- 
dence and fidelity of their followers. 

I must add, however, that on many oc- 
casions when I have seen the Emperor, 
whether alone on horseback or driving in 
Paris with the Empress, the cheers with 
which both he and she were received always 
seemed to be general and also genuine, not- 
withstanding the disaffection which it was 
the custom to attribute to the nation even 
during their reign.“ 

All of Mrs. Byrne's impressions are not 
2 to men of the past. In 1890 she met 

Zola, of whom she writes: 

At the house of Marius Roux, the Pro- 
vencal novelist, I have met Emile Zola and 
his wife among the guests. As for Mme. 
Zola she is of imposing dimensions, but lacks 
the eultivation which would make those 
} dimensions an advantage; in a certain class 
she would be considered a handsome woman, 

* Zola himself, then a man of about 50, had 
a prematurely ‘high forehead,’ which im- 
parted a certain staidness to his aspect. His 
conversation. was most impartial as regarded 
#ubjects, apd he spoke on all as a man of the 
world and a man of wide experience; dut 
‘his language was remarkable rather for re- 
finement than otherwise; his expressions 
were all well chosen and yet seemed to come 
to him naturally and without effort or hesi- 
tation. If there was any call for remark 
on his manner it would be on the score of a 
well-bred reticence, which, however, may 
be practiced as e matter of calculation and 
diplomacy, though it appeared natural; still 
| I should say there was a good deal of the 
poseur about him, and he cannot be said to 
be without affectation. I was told that Zola 
pointedly shuns any matter of conversation 
that would lead to a mention of any of his 
works, and has therefore a way of intro- 
ducing and keeping to certain sets of sub- 
jects which help him * avoid them.“

makes a soldter,“ said an ex-Confederate 
officer to a correspondent of the New York 
Sun.

It reminds me of an incident that 
came under my notice during the late war. 
One day the Captain of a company received 
word that the union soldiers had taken pos- 
session of a big mansion and it was thought 
that some of the soldiers had been left be- 
hind concealed in the building. A Lieuten- 
ant and two privates were immediately de- 
tailed to make an investigation. They 
reached the place easily. The lower floor 
Was examined, but nothing appeared to be 
wrong further than the removal of a few 
valuables, The family had fled at the ap- 
proach of the enemy. ‘The men crept up the 
stairs and looked over the second story. 
It was the same as on the first. In thé hall, 
however, there was a ladder leading to a 
trap door in the rret. The door was 
swinging down and it was evident that 
some one had climbed up to the ceiling. 
The Lieutenant said that the garret would 
have to be searched. He told a private to 
go first. 

The private refused absolutely. He said 
it was certain death and that if he was a 
soldier he did not expect to have his head 
smashed open simply to look for a union 
spy. He said he would take his punishment 
at the camp, but he would not stick his 
head through the trap door. The second 
private was told to close the swinging door.

Bath, N. 1. March 18.—If saptured while 
yet a nestling and properly educated, a crow 
may be taught to imitate the sounds of the 
human Voice so closely that it will articulate 
words as distinctly as a parrot, although the 
crow’'s vocabulary is not apt to be extensive. 
Such words as Good morning,.“ Ho de 
do?” “ Hallo,” and similar familiar expres- 
sions, and the name of its master are learned 
easily, and the bird will repeat them so in- 
variably at the right time and place that the 
crow’s vocal accomplishments will natural- 
ly seem uncanny to a person who observes 
them for the first time. All tame crows are 
surprisingly intelligent creatures, and now 
and then one will astonish even its friends 
by ejaculating a new word or an expression 
entirely unexpected and startlingly apt.
